It  is  a  privilege  to  offer  Illinois  vehicle 
owners  the  opportunity  to  support  our 
state  parks  and  natural  wildlife  habitats  by 
purchasing  Environmental  License  Plates. 

Environmental  Plates  —  or  "E"  Plates 
—  feature  our  state  bird,  the  cardinal,  and 
our  state  prairie  grass,  big  bluestem.  The 
sale  of  each  set  of  plates  generates  $25 
for  the  Illinois  Department  of  Natural 
Resource's  State  Park  Trust  Fund,  which  is 
used  to  maintain  and  preserve  state  parks 
throughout  Illinois.  By  renewing  your  "E" 
plates  annually,  you  will  continue  to 
support  state  parks,  with  a  portion  of  the 
fee  going  to  the  fund. 

I  encourage  you  to  take  advantage  of 
this  unique  opportunity  to  display  these 
attractive  plates  and  show  your  support 
for  the  preservation  of  our  state's  natural 
resources  and  recreational  areas.

ILLINOIS  STATE  LIBRARY 
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Environmental  Plates 


"E"  plates  feature  a  cardinal  perched  on 
native  prairie  grass  against  a  blue  and 
white  background.  'Illinois"  and  "Land  of 
Lincoln"  appear  in  white  across  the  top  of 
the  plate,  with  the  plate's  numbers  and 
letters  stamped  in  navy  blue. 

"E"  plates  may  be  issued  to  passenger 
cars,  B-trucks  and  vans  weighing  8,000 
pounds  or  less. 

Motorists  may  apply  for  "E"  plates  when 
their  current  plates  expire  by  submitting 
the  following: 

1)  Request  for  Environmental  plates 

2)  Renewal  application 

3)  $78  standard  registration  fee 

4)  $40  original  issuance  fee  ($25  goes 
to  the  State  Park  Trust  Fund) 

Motorists  wanting  "E"  plates  before  their 
current  plates  expire  must  submit  the 
following: 

1)  Request  for  Environmental  plates 

2)  Renewal  application 

3)  Current  registration  card 

4)  $40  original  issuance  fee  ($25  goes 
to  the  State  Park  Trust  Fund) 

5)  $14  reclassification  fee 

Upon  renewal  of  your  "E"  plates,  a  $27 
fee  is  charged  —  $25  of  which  goes  to  the 
State  Park  Trust  Fund  —  plus  the  standard 
$78  renewal  fee. 

(All  other  transactions  are  subject  to 
applicable  title ,  registration  and/or 
transfer  fees.) 


Vanity/Personalized  Plates 

"Vanity"  and  "personalized"  Environmen¬ 
tal  License  Plates  are  available  tor  an 
additional  fee. 

Vanity  "E"  Plates  —  those  with  only 
letters  or  only  numbers  —  cost  $94  for 
first-time  purchasers,  in  addition  to  the 
standard  $78  registration  fee  and  $40 
original  issuance  fee. 

Upon  renewal,  a  $1  3  surcharge  is 
assessed,  in  addition  to  the  standard  $78 
renewal  fee  and  $27  environmental  fee. 
($25  goes  to  the  State  Park  Trust  Fund.) 

Personalized  "E"  Plates  —  those  with 
both  letters  and  numbers  —  cost  an 
additional  $1 4  for  first-time  purchasers, 
in  addition  to  the  standard  $78  registra¬ 
tion  fee  and  $40  original  issuance  fee. 
($25  goes  to  the  State  Park  Trust  Fund.) 

There  is  no  charge  for  personalized 
plates  upon  renewal  beyond  the  standard 
$78  renewal  fee  and  $27  environmental 
fee  ($25  of  which  goes  to  the  State  Park 
Trust  Fund).
